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FROM HEAVY FREIGHTERS TO HELICOPTERS: MANY-PURPOSE WORKING AIRCRAFT ON VIEW AT THE FARNBOROUGH AIR SHOW. 


On this page are ten aircraft designed to carry out a multitude of different tasks, 
from transporting cars and heavy freight over long distances to the assisting of 
contractors in the erection of buildings. The Skyvan is a light freighter capable 
of carrying just about anything. Another Short aircraft, the Belfast, can carry 
freight of up to 100,000 Ib. The one shown is the swing-nose version. The 
Twin Pioneer 3 is a general-purpose light transport aircraft which can operate 
almost anywhere, while the massive Argosy is as capacious and dependable as 
its appearance suggests. Among smaller aircraft the little Prospector is a

sturdy machine which can bear light freight and carry out numerous tasks 
like crop-spraying and dusting. The Airedale is one of two brand-new light 
aircraft which can also be used for executive purposes. It made its début in 
April of this year, together with the smaller Terrier (not shown here) which 
sells for under £2000 basic. Of the four helicopters illustrated here the Belvedere 
is shown carrying a 27-ft. radar aerial—just one example of the numerous 
practical uses to which helicopters have profitably been put. These are, of 
course, only four of the wide range of helicopters available. 
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SPANNING THE WORLD: BRITISH OVERSEAS AIRWAYS AND BRITISH EUROPEAN AIRWAYS SER 


The jet-prop and jet airliners of British Overseas Airways Corporation span 
the world, serving more than seventy cities in fifty countries in all six conti- 
nents, and this extensive network has been built up over many years.

The ten aircraft illustrated here have one thing in common; their function 
or one of them) is for use as private aircraft designed to meet the needs and 
pace of modern business. Above left are three of Beech Aircraft’s fleet of 
executive aircraft. The Queen Air is the latest and carries six people at a 
cruising speed of over 200 m.p.h. The Travel Air is slightly smaller and 
slower, while the Super G18 is the largest of the three, carrying seven passengers. 
In the De Havilland range the Heron 2 is a larger aircraft altogether, and is 
also available as an airliner. The Dove can be used as a 5-6 seater executive

aircraft, or as an 8-11 seater light transport aircraft, while the Beaver 1 and 
the Otter accommodate up to six and eleven passengers respectively. The 
Caribou’s chief characteristic is the short length of air strip required for take-off. 
Consequently it is mainly a utility transport aircraft, and was designed and 
built in Canada. The Avro 748 is multiple-purpose, and capable of carrying 
up to forty-four passengers as an airliner. The Handley-Page Dart Herald 
also has an extremely important function as a passenger aircraft, being 
available in two versions, or equipped for luxury executive travel. 
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
